Recent Study Single Parish School’s 
Cost per Pupil Suggests Public Relations 


Use Such Information 


ARENTS Catholic children and per- 

haps many teachers not normally think 
the actual cost educating child 
parochial school. Parents’ usual contact with 
the matter consists making the contribution 
requested for the support the school 
monthly envelope otherwise. 

The Catholic father, though conscious 
the fact that the deduction allowed his tax 
return for children hardly covers the actual 
expense, usually doesn’t transfer this aware- 
ness the discrepancy between apparent and 
actual cost when comes the question 
school tuition fees. For the most. part, 
presumes that the good nuns and the pastor 
must have solved that problem when they 
insist certain amount defray expenses 
the school. About once year, however, 
the Catholic parent, everyone else, 
exposed over-all picture school ex- 
pense, when the annual budget for public 
schools the community published. 
noting the enrollment and dividing that figure 
into the cost, finds the per-student cost. 

Frequently, this annual statement fol- 
lowed article the diocesan newspaper 
pointing out how much Catholics are saving 
city and state the basis this rate. 

This rate, course varies with the com- 


munity. revealing, however, compare 
the figures for several cities. For example, the 
public school cost New Jersey according 
the New Jersey Taxpayers Association $312 
per pupil. This average both ele- 
mentary and high schools. Ohio this cost 
per pupil public schools was $189.90. 


ONE SCHOOL STUDIED 


These readily available figures for public 
schools apparently prompted editor Mil- 
waukee’s Catholic Herald Citizen make 
study Catholic school, which, while not 
representative all, would present spot 
study for comparative purposes. 

The school studied had 389 boys and girls. 
taught eight Sisters and one lay teacher. 
The school building had nine classrooms. 
was built 1888. The Sisters’ convent was 
built 1885. Because the initial cost the 
building was paid off, there was principal 
and interest add annually the cost. 

The largest single school cost was the Sis- 
ters’ greatest saving 
for everyone concerned since the salaries are 
nowhere near what the average public school 
teacher getting, even though that sometimes 
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appended here, since the Sisters require 
place live, was the convent expenditure 
which includes the usual cost for coal, other 
supplies, repairs, and utilities amounting 
$2,925. 

The lay teacher’s salary accounted for $2,- 
375. The janitor who spends two thirds his 
time attending the requirements the school 
and convent with other time devoted the 
building units the parish, had $2,400 his 
salary charged against the school. Supplies 
and cleaning materials accounted for another 
$300. The heating expense for the building 
was $1,080. Utilities ran $384. 

Replacement equipment and maintenance 
ran $2,450. The new equipment limited 
budget was more than $500. 

The total figure for these normal operating 
costs which not include extraordinary items 
such extensive roof repairs and other major 
improvements ran $16,714. This represents 
$43 per pupil. 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL 

For the high school obviously, the cost 
higher, because many factors not con- 
sidered elementary school. indica- 
tion what costs one diocese revealed 
the statement issued the archdiocesan de- 
partment education Los Angeles its 
newsletter early this. year. Without giving 
reason for it, they pointed out that the 
average annual cost per pupil boys’ high 


schools was $113.60 and girls’ schools 


$75.48. 

These figures not hold for every school, 
but may instructive for all the people 
connected with given school from princi- 
pal student—to exposed such 
breakdown for better understanding what 
means operate school and its signifi- 
cance for the entire educational picture. 
certainly will good public relations use 
this information advantage with parents 
and friends given school.

Religion Education 


samples the kind discussion found 
these Hazen pamphlets which are indica- 
tive entirely changed point view 
religion higher education. prob- 
ably best illustrated general statement 
problems and principles: “However, our 
main concern not with the theoretical 
and practical causes secularism, but with 
its effect upon religion the liberal col- 
leges. Usually, secularism has manifested 
itself not open opposition religion 
but indifference it. Its strategy has 
been insist that the colleges must main- 
tain strict impartiality neutrality 
ultimate religious philosophical issues. 
According its spokesmen, liberal edu- 
cation should not commit itself any 
religion philosophy, because can ac- 
cept authority but that truth and 
must all costs keep open mind. Fur- 
thermore, secular educators point out that 
there agreement our society 
religious and philosophical beliefs and that 
democracy requires the toleration dif- 
ferent beliefs. not too much say 
that secularism based upon ‘scientism’ and 
the guise ‘neutralism,’ has been the 
dominant factor liberal education during 
the last two generations” (p. 6). 

The pamphlet faces the issue whether 
the problems religious education can 
met entirely department religion 
not. Useful and helpful department 
religion is, not enough. read: 
“Religious facts, issues, and implications 
should dealt with every division, de- 
partment, and course where they arise nat- 
urally” (p. 11). 


Religion the Study English 

read the English pamphlet: “The 
teacher can hardly get through single 
class period without being reminded how 
deeply English literature saturated 
the language and thought the Scriptures 
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Study 


and theological ideas, ecclesiastical his- 
tory, liturgical imagery, and lives and 
opinions religious leaders, the technical 
terminology and realia religious thinking 
and living” (p. 9); and again: “But what 
especially characterizes our guild 
amorphous religiosity arising from the no- 
tion that literature especially course 
poetry itself superior kind sub- 
stitute-religion” (p. 18). And one more: 
“Religion will produce edifying human- 
ism but humanistic studies will never pro- 
duce valid religion.” 


Religion Philosophy 

The pamphlet “Philosophy” states 
quite frankly the situation which confronts 
the teachers philosophy for which 
they are responsible. contemporary 
philosophers, among them some the 
most influential here America and 
abroad, are convinced that all religious. 
beliefs lack objective validity and that 
therefore one the major tasks 
philosophy unmask religious preten- 
sion, discredit faith any kind 
Deity, and develop purely secular phi- 
losophy which religion, least any 
its traditional forms, has place. This, 
they would say, the intellectual respon- 
sibility the honest and competent phi- 
losopher his students, his institution, 
and his society” (p. 5). 

The specific difficulty thus stated: 
“Much contemporary philosophy must, 
because dogmatically rejects man’s 
value experiences, and particularly his re- 
ligious experiences, being, definition, 
unproductive significant contacts with, 
and clues to, the existence and nature 
the objectively short, because 
limits itself exclusively, for its empiri- 
cal anchorage, man’s sensory experi- 
ences” (p. 11). 

For this author finding the obstacles 
reconciliation philosophy and religion 
“always the part philosophy some 
type rationalistic secular dogmantism 
which (he says) must repeat essen- 
tially unphilosophical” (p. 23) goes 
state: “Philosophy and religion need not 
therefore rivals hostile one an- 
other; only stubborn dogmatism, ei- 
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ther secular religious, which calls for 
radical opposition. They can, the other 
hand, allies partly because their dis- 
tinctive emphases complement each other 
and partly because they inevitably overlap 
important respects. Religion most like 
philosophy its credal component, and 
precisely here that must turn 
philosophy for help achieving theologi- 
cal precision, scope, internal coherence, and 
orientation secular discovery. Philoso- 
phy, turn, its quest for the most in- 
clusive knowledge reality whole 
and its concern for the wisest and most 
realistically oriented philosophy life, 
dare not ignore the religious claims 
unique type insight productive 
unique type spiritual power. should 
base itself empirically upon man’s religious 
experiences well his secular experi- 
ences and prepared help men avail 
themselves whatever Divine power may 
their disposal addition natural 
forces and human effort” (p. 24). 


Religion Political Science 


the “Political Science” pamphlet two 
points view approaching the problem 
will significant. The first is: “Human 
behavior can never completely explained 
terms the external forces acting upon 
must always reckon with the hu- 
man agent himself and with his freedom 
choose between alternative ways act- 
ing” (p. 7). And the other is: “The ob- 
jects with which political science con- 
cerned are human beings who are not 
things, but souls, or, you like, personali- 
ties” (p. 10). 

And out the richness this amazing 
discussion political sciences take one 
quotation the most general significance: 
“Ever since the seventeenth century 
have been experimenting with the possi- 
bility ‘freeing’ ourselves from the Chris- 
tian revelation.

“The wise scientist readily grants, how- 
ever, that, beyond the limits his scien- 
tific observations, there are areas into 
which, scientist, does not venture. 
recognizes beauty art and litera- 
ture, form and expression. recognizes 
problems fundamental import involving 
values, ends and purposes life. While 
such problems are compeling their ur- 
gencies many aspects human activ- 
ity, can, his purely scientific pursuits, 
abstract both observation and correlation 
from such urgencies and recognize that 
they lie the provinces philosophy, 
morality; and religion. The wise scien- 
tist recognizes both the power and the 
limitations his science” (p. 6).

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ROOTS VOCATIONAL EDUCATION

ONE has the patience trace them, 

the roots vocational education will 
found very deep the soil 
American life. would well-nigh im- 
possible enumerate all the persons, 
places, and things that have influenced its 
growth the United States. However, for 
convenience, the dominant forces will fall 
into three general categories: (1) eco- 
nomics, (2) politics, (3) education. The 
term “economics” designates such things 
the industry, business, agri- 
culture; they influence vocational educa- 
tion only indirectly. The term “politics” 
embraces certain federal legislation (ex: 
Smith-Hughes Act) that has aided some 
types vocational education. The term 
“education” used indicate people and 
schools who have left their names and 
faces the history vocational educa- 
tion. The development each category 
must restricted the high lights. 


Influence Economics 

God, His Providence, ordains and 
orders the development the entire uni- 
verse. “Our World” only small part 
that entire universe. From the hands 
the Creator “our world” was endowed with 
wealth treasures, good bit which 
was locked the secrets nature. 
Human beings, trial and error, study 
and work, ambition and greed, the 
very need self-preservation and survival, 
have been goaded unlock many 
nature’s secrets. 

early times man worked with things 
just God gave them him. Wool and 
cotton were taken from the animal and 
plant and directly made into fabric. 
modern times textiles can produced 
from coal, milk, and air; rubber can 
produced from oil and acetylene; oil and 
gasoline can produced from coal. Such 
things rayon, nylon, vinylite, and lucite 
were not even names generation ago. 
Each item represents whole new indus- 
try that has sprung the past few 
years. Naturally, the economic changes 
will influence the process formal edu- 
cation.

Ac- 
tually did not replace man power but 
offered him mechanical advantage 
shall shown from some typical inven- 
tions such as: (a) steam engine, open- 
hearth furnace for making steel, (c) elec- 
tric generator,

Each one the above listed items has 
grown into vast industry. For example: 
There are some 56,000,000 registered mo- 
tor vehicles the United States. the 
short space fifty years the automotive 
industry has grown and matured and car- 
ried with many subsidiaries, particularly 
petroleum. this sounds like American 
success story, then the electronic industry, 
which specialized branch electricity, 
has had phenomenal growth. Electronics 
has surpassed the dollar volume the auto 
industry years, just half the time. 

The world the auto and the mighty 
mite called the electron are far cry from 
the sweatshops and the dreams which 
shaped the Industrial Revolution. That 
socioeconomic movement was responsible 
small degree for our modern me- 
chanical world. Its imprint the schools 
can seen the great demand for shops 
cope with the modern industrial world. 


Influence Politics 


Politics defined the science civil 
government. this category 
will enumerate and briefly explain 
the laws enacted Congress which extend 
federal financial aid vocational educa- 
tion. 

Interest the federal government 
vocational education took specific form 
1862, during the presidency Lincoln, 
when the Morrill Act was passed Con- 
gress. This act provided that large tracts 
public land allocated each state 
for the support its agricultural and me- 
chanical arts colleges. The state was al- 
lotted 30,000 acres land for each its 
senators and representatives Congress. 
The land grants were made endowments, 
the income from which could used 
defray current operating expenses the 
college. Thus arose the name 
colleges. Federal support also included an- 
nual appropriations money.

the secondary school level, federal 
financial aid first came the public high 
school through the Smith-Hughes Act (ap- 
proved February 23, 1917). provided 
financial aid for courses home economics, 
agricultural arts, and industrial education. 
The law stipulated that each state must 
match the federal funds. explicitly ex- 
cluded religious privately conducted 
schools from financial aid. There are many 
more requirements besides those mentioned. 

Additional subsequent legislation listed 
follows: George-Reed Act (approved 
1929) provided for additional appro- 
priation $3,000,000 supplement the 
Smith-Hughes Act. George-Dean Act (ap- 
proved 1936) provides for appropri- 
ation $14,500,000 supplement the 
Smith-Hughes Act. Besides the vocational 
courses designated the Smith-Hughes 
Act (agricultural, home economics, trade, 
and industry) new field vocational 
education, namely “distributive education,” 
was included this financial aid. Distribu- 
tive education deals with such things 
buying, selling, marketing, and salesman- 
ship. The George-Borden Act (approved 
1946) provided for appropriation 
$28,500,000 supplement the Smith- 
Hughes Act. 

Thus 1946 federal funds distributed 
the states for vocational education the 
high school level totaled $36,000,000 per 
year. This less than million dollars 


per state, that the time the money 
distributed among the various towns and 
cities each state represents only 
small percentage the total educational 
bill. For example, there are about 12,000 
public schools providing training wood- 
shop. Only per cent this number, 480, 
qualify for federal aid. 

order disburse the funds provided 
law efficiently, the Federal Board 
Vocational Education was set up. This en- 
tity has gone through some changes 
name and personnel since its establish- 
ment. now functions department for 
the United States Office Education, 
which branch the Federal Security 
Agency. The Federal Agency, turn, deals 
only with the established State Director 
for Vocational Education. 

The passage the Smith-Hughes Act 
did give great impetus the development 
vocational education almost every 
state the Union. 


Education Gives the Increase 

While due credit given the indirect 
forces, devolves upon the schools and 
the teachers nurture the germinal idea 
and bring fruition. 

Strangely enough the first vocational 
school the United States was set 
Father Gabriel Richard the city 
Detroit 1806. The school flourished for 
least two years. Father Richard was the 
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noted pioneer priest, statesman, and edy. 
cator, being one the original founders 
the University Michigan. 
Professor Woodward, Washington 
University St. Louis, credited with 
establishing the first “School 
Training” the year 1872. The idea for 
such school was the outgrowth shop 
course set the university, few years 
earlier, teach engineering students the 


proper use hand tools and power-driven 


machinery. 

the Centennial Exposition held 
Philadelphia 1876 the Imperial Tech. 
nical School Russia placed exhibit 
system instruction shop work based 
analysis the mechanic arts. The 
exhibit attracted much attention among 
educators and credited with influencing 
the development vocational education 
which, that time, was called “manual 
arts.” 

The earliest manual-training 
were founded private schools some 
part college, others set indi- 
viduals. the year 1900 there were 
about fifteen manual-arts schools. For ex- 
ample, the School Mechanic Arts 
Boston was department Massachusetts 
Institute Technology, opened 1878. 
The Chicago Manual Training School was 
founded the Commercial Club Chi- 
cago 1884. 

Stout Institute Menomonie, Wis., was 
founded and endowed Senator Stout for 
manual training and domestic economy. 
worthy note because its teacher- 
training record which now its exclusive 
function. 

the list the first fifteen schools 
1900, there were only three that were 
part the public school system. 1947 
survey shows that there are now almost 
22,000 junior and senior high schools 
the public school system. Slightly more 
than per cent have some type voca- 
tional education, principally woodshop and 
mechanical drawing. 


Some Names 


not convenient give even rep- 
resentative list the leaders vocational 
education. few names worthy note are 
follows: 

John Runkle, who did pioneer lead- 
ership the college level, was president 
M.LT. 

Harvey was head Stout Insti- 
tute Menomonie, Wis., and Pros- 
ser and Wright were influential 
directing federal legislation. 

John McCarthy, State Director for 
Vocational Education New Jersey, and 
Philip McNamee, who was Vocational 
Education Director Chicago. 
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Massachusetts was the first set 
comprehensive state plan for vocational 
education. Cleveland, under Vocational Di- 
rector Roberts, was one the first 
set city plan vocational edu- 
cation. 

Worthy note this list firsts 
the fact that about the year 1900 and 
thereafter Roman Catholic High 
School for Boys Philadelphia offered 
these courses manual arts: woodshop, 
metal, mechanical drawing, 
working. They have been discontinued. 

Most likely vocational education courses 
were associated with Catholic institutions 
very early date, perhaps antedating 
some the “firsts” quoted above. How- 
ever, the institutions were devoted the 
care the indigent and/or delinquent. 
Because this prevalent association be- 
tween Catholic orphanages and manual 
training, vocational education was looked 
upon with disdain the Catholic people 
general and the Catholic high schools 
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particular, whose function was college pre- 
paratory. 


Miscellaneous References 


Factors which have influenced 
growth vocational education indirectly 
are: 

Professional societies teachers and 
administrators, chief which the Ameri- 
can Vocational Association. Besides the 
parent organization, each state has its own 
vocational association with branches de- 
voted special interests: home economics, 
people, etc. 

Professional journals devoted the 
teaching various phases vocational 
education. Outstanding Arts 
and Vocational Education, published 
Bruce Milwaukee. 

Textbooks used various vocational 
courses have been important factor 
its growth. There are publishing houses 
that carry line textbooks used voca- 
tional courses.

Following list objects created, 
constructed, and industrialized.

Brief Tasks for Little Ones 

the first grade, generally make each 
task short one, and one that gives genu- 
ine satisfaction when done. Whether 
child saying prayer, playing game, 
reading story, try give him the 
satisfaction happy conclusion before 
very many minutes by. This six-year- 
old not asked read long stories dur- 
ing his basic reading period. not 
given continued stories, which reads 
only string episodes with conclu- 
sion until tomorrow next week. 

Has this emphasis giving the child 
program which takes satisfaction 
finishing what starts any relation 
helping the child grow virtue and good- 
ness? When habit and virtue become en- 
twined, the child grows strong the ways 
goodness. The child who develops the 
habit completing what starts has the 
firm foundation upon which the virtue 
perseverance may easily built. 

Most six-year-olds not like make 
decisions, and find them very hard 
make. the modern reading program the 
teacher does not child with un- 
finished stories, asking, “What you 
think would good ending for the 
story?” Such decisions are not suitable 
the six-year-old. wants know how 
the story did end. The teacher often has 
child guess how story going end, 
since this helps him make inferences, 
but she sees that has the satisfac- 
tion knowing how does end before 
very long. 


Reading Readiness 


The adjustment from home school 
often not easy. For many children 
accompanied state high nervous 
tension. The little child, getting accus- 
tomed the challenges the schoolwork 
Grade One, desperately need 
security his beginning attempts. 

the first part the reading program 
that the first grader needs, the period for 
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developing readiness for reading, full 


opportunity for the child put work 


skills already possesses some measure, 
such talking sensibly about familiar 
everyday play situations and comparing 
picture forms, With none the weird little 
symbols call words worry about, the 
child develops abilities necessary for read- 
ing, such as: (1) Visual discrimination. 
sees likenesses and differences the shapes 
pictured objects. (2) Auditory discrimi- 
nation. hears likenesses and differences 
respect rhyme and consonants. (3) 
Language skills, such talking sen- 
tences. (4) Thinking skills, such classi- 
fication according such simple criteria 
size, use, color, structure, generic na- 
ture (big and little; eat and wear; 
red and blue; four legs and two legs; 
furniture and food). 

Because the modern reading program 
from the prereading period gives the 
child tasks that the form 
story material that genuinely interesting 
him, the child wants co-operate. The 
work you want him becomes the 
very thing wants do. finds 
obedience fairly easy matter and 
helped toward developing the habit 
obeying authority. Thus the teacher fos- 
ters virtues teaching reading man- 
ner that recognizes the nature and charac- 
teristics the child. 

The period six years eight years 
typically age expansiveness. The 
child’s interests his toys and pets and 
home expand include the neighborhood, 
the school, and the gradually growing cir- 
cle that the child’s community. During 
these preprimary room, 
first, second, and part third grade 
our responsibilities the total reading pro- 
gram must take into account this expan- 
siveness. recognize that, the child’s 
interests widen, venturing into the 
unknown wonderful world experi- 
ence about things and people around him, 
about size and quantity relationships, about 
his own soul and body. would un- 
wise complicate this searching for expe- 
rience these strange fields mixing 
with the complex problems learning 
read. However, the child must learn read 
also, and the time ripe primary grades. 
How are these two things? 
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Utilizing Previous Experience 

While are teaching our basic read- 
ing the primary grades adhere some- 
what closely familiar experience con- 
cepts that the child can draw freely 
upon past experience help him visualize 
instantaneously the ideas represented 
the printed symbols learning un- 
derstand. Exactly how does this operate? 
Those you who teach Grade One 
know that practically any primer you 
pick today contains some stories 
reading matter about pets and toys. These 
areas thinking are used not provide 
new areas for the child explore but 
instead to.draw upon wealth familiar 
experience and associations the child has 
been having for long time. This prin- 
ciple guarding the child the 6-8 age 
group, that the complex challenge 
learning read, his problems are not 
intensified with grasping strange new con- 
cepts (like life among the Eskimos 
colonial settlement) dovetails neatly with 
his expansive interests, since his rapid 
growth reading skill equips him before 
long use reading almost effortlessly 
the content areas through which broad- 
ens his base experience. 

The child’s need for expanding experi- 
ence what call the content sub- 
ject-matter areas the primary period 
filled using teaching methods and ma- 
terials that are simple for the child read. 
Whole subject areas like arithmetic and 
science can taught first grade with 
words all for the child read just 
pictures and real objects see and discuss. 
All along the way, eliminate vocabu- 
lary problems wherever the child must 
absorb complex ideas. 


Learning From Stories 


the primary grades the reading pro- 
gram the modern school centers around 
fine-quality stories. Only balance the 
children’s literature available de- 
serves the core the child’s 
reading program. The child reads 
very carefully controlled vocabulary 
insure success from the start. From the 
prereading period on, the child reader 
able identify himself with characters 
whose actions, joys, and difficulties; deci- 
sions, thoughts, and feelings become for 
the moment his own. 

Thus, though the reading stories 
which the characterization genuine 
which the characters live and think and 
feel like real people even the little child 
benefits from the broadening influence 
vicariously sharing the lives and experi- 
ences others. When the first grade child 
who habitually cruel her pets, be- 
cause she never stopped think they had 
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feelings, reads about 
Jean’s behavior one story, she may stop 
short. Jean comes upon her pet kitten 
looking funny kitten can look, all 
twisted quantity blue yarn. 
Jean not prissy girl, but her immediate 
reaction the kitten’s plight one 
concern, not amusement. “Oh, my! 
must help Puff!” her feeling, and she 
gets help right away for the unhappy cat. 


The child reader has had vicarious ex-. 


perience understanding kindness. 

Warm family relationships are experi- 
enced the small child reader lives 
vicariously with happy family whose 
members are normal, good-natured people 
who enjoy each other’s company and know 
how laugh themselves, and with each 
other. 


Visualizing Reading Matter 


After the primary grades, children can 
often master the mechanics fairly com- 
plex reading matter, and their interests are 
able broadened within the reading 
program. After primary program

Great care 
taken all times see that the child 
never gets the impression that 
the words reading.

The simple factual level 
comprehension all too often where 
used stop our teaching, yet 
not stop there, nor can are 
help children think they read and 
react the ideas presented them 
Full interpretation the thought 
carried the words ever present 
each reading lesson. Through the 
guidance you give, the child learns 
weigh ideas reads, them 
the light ideas has gained pre- 
ciously, and discuss them intelligently. 

only when the child has this gen- 
understanding the ideas reads 
that feels any inclination react 
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those ideas. When consider that our 
important aim reading for the im- 
provement the child person, 
can never satisfied let him read 
mechanical fashion, either ignoring ideas 
absorbing them without thought. 


Reading Meditatively 

Perhaps the word meditation should 
brought this point. The child who 
knows how read meditatively the 
child who will protected against the 
great mass falsehood which will find 
the world print about him. Even 
very small child can learn weigh ideas 
intelligently. The child who does these 
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things will integrate ideas into his own 
pattern thinking. 

Thus, when say that teach chil- 
dren think, our emphasis not entirely 
upon the specific thinking skills, although 
these are important. But upon the 
attitude thought which begins habitu- 
ally the child lives through the modern 
basic reading program. must teach 
children read the level which 
feel reading worthy substitute for first- 
hand experience. This can only 
continuous planning the preread- 
ing period through the eighth grade and 
beyond and carrying balanced 
basic reading program. 


Century Service New Mexico 
The Sisters Loretto, 1852-1952 


THUD hoof and clang sword 

the Spanish conquistadors beat out the 
meter the great epic which the story 
New Mexico. Under the leadership Don 
Francisco Vasquez Coronado they carried 
the cross with them, symbol the faith 
their hearts. Three centuries later another 
group, under the leadership 
the valiant Bishop John Baptist Lamy also 
carried the cross and planted the hearts 
the people New Mexico. That soil, 
watered the blood the Franciscan 
martyrs, was ripe for the planting when the 
courageous Bishop after only two years his 
mission diocese brought the Sisters Loretto 
establish school for the education the 
young women the territory. 


The “Conquistadoras” 

This community founded 1812 Ken- 
tucky Rev. Charles Nerinckx, saintly 
Belgian priest exiled from his homeland 
persecution, was filled with the fron- 
tier spirit the time. Six these spiritual 
daughters Father Nerinckx were chosen 
accompany Bishop Lamy his distant 
mission and thus identified Loretto with the 
westward movement beyond the Mississippi. 

When Mother Berlindes Downs, superior 
general the Sisters Loretto, called for 
volunteers for New Mexico, the response was 
generous beyond expectation. The favored six 
were: Mother Matilda Mills, superior; Sister 
Catherine Mahoney; Sister Magdalen Hayden; 
Sister Rosanna Dant; Sister Monica Bailey;

and Sister Roberta Brown. These brave women 
formed the vanguard that great army 
Sisters Loretto who were dare the 
perils the western plains order wage 
war against ignorance and irreligion. 

After attending holy Mass June 27, 1852, 
the little mission band left Loretto filled with 
natural sorrow parting from their home- 
land, relatives, and friends and not unalarmed 
the perils the journey. Bishop Lamy 
chose the Traders’ Trail for his return route 
Santa Fe. His party was joined the 
Sisters St. Louis July 10, 1852, when 
the group embarked the steamer, “Kansas” 
for Independence, Mo.

Trouble and Tragedy 


Cholera, epidemic among the 
was contracted some the Sisters. When 
the party was only six days out St. Louis 
and two days before landing Todd’s Ware- 
house, six miles from Independence, Mother 
Matilda succumbed the disease. Following 
Mother Matilda’s death, Sister Monica was 
stricken. the people the frontier town 
Independence, cholera was fearsome 
thing; consequently the plague-infested pas- 
sengers found welcome there. Permission 
bury Mother Matilda was finally granted 
and after much pleading Bishop Lamy found 
lodging the town for Sisters Catherine, 
Roberta, and Rosanna but had leave 
Sister Magdalen care for Sister Monica 
the warehouse. July 19, Sister Magdalen 
herself was seriously ill and the poor Bishop 
had two dying nuns his hands. despera- 
tion, the Bishop removed the Sisters 
tent erected about two miles outside the town. 
There under burning July sun, Mrs. 
Dermedy, member the party, assisted 
another lady, nursed the Sisters recovery. 

July 25, they were able Inde- 
pendence. Two days later, unwilling delay 
any longer, the Sisters joined the caravan 
encamped nine ten miles from the town. 
Sister Magdalen, though weak, was able 
travel carriage but Sister Monica, whose 
recovery was doubtful, had return 
Independence. 

Before starting, the Bishop asked Sister 
Magdalen the superior for the com- 
munity. She consented provided her superiors 
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Stairs the choir the Gothic chapel Loretto Academy. 

The building was started 1873 and dedicated 1878. The stairs 

have visible means support and were constructed without 
nails. legend attributes their construction St. Joseph. 
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Loretto approved. The caravan had gone 
only few miles when one the wagons 
broke down. Nor was that all. Evening 
brought such terrible electric storm that the 
Sisters’ tent could not pitched, thus they 
were forced remain cooped the 
wagon which creaked and swayed the high 
winds ready fall pieces any minute. 
Relief came with the dawn, repairs were 
made, and the party pushed on. Council 
Grove, the Feast the Assumption, the 
Sisters publicly renewed their vows before 
Holy Communion. Their hearts were filled 
with joy and, doubt, with resignation, for 
their troubles had been many and Santa 
was still far away. Rivers had forded, 
Indians were the plains, and the stories 
the nuns had heard gave them ample cause 
for alarm. This was Indian hunting ground, 
was not surprising that short distance 
from Fort Atchison the caravan 
rounded the greater part the day three 
hundred more Indians. Whether not 


the Indians intended attack, the Bishop 
and his party had way knowing, but 
they felt safer traveling all night, the 
savages did not usually attack after dark. 


Rousing Welcome 


the Sisters that September 26, 1852, 
seemed that the whole this strange land 
had gathered welcome them their new 
home. fact their carriages could scarcely 
move through the vast crowd that lined the 
way under triumphal arches the Cathedral. 
all sides Mexican music was played, people 
called gaily the homesick but happy nuns, 
and then the great bells the twin towers 
the Cathedral pealed their welcome like 
voices from heaven singing benediction. 

The first task claiming the attention 
the Sisters was the study the Spanish 
language, this knowledge was essential 
their success teachers New Mexico. The 
formal opening the school under the title, 
Our Lady Light, took place January, 
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1853, though the Sisters November, 


had accepted boarders two little orphans 


Isabel and Juliana Jones. January, they 
had ten boarders and three day students, This 
number soon increased and year year the 
adobe house had enlarged both 
the convent and the school.

order mission country its native sister. 
hood, then the success the Sisters 
was assured only three years after the 
band arrived. Father Machefeuf was sent east 
business and his return brought 
addition four Sisters for the little com. 
munity. number Spanish girls had been 
asking for admittance the Society but 
until this time Mother Magdalen had not 
felt that she could spare Sister train 
them the religious life. With the increase 
the community, Mother opened novitiate 
appointing Mother Ann Joseph Mattingly 
mistress novices. 

1859, generous Bishop Lamy deeded 
his “Casa Americana,” the only two-story 
house the area, the Sisters for $3,000. 
This formed the nucleus for the extensive 
plant that Loretto Academy today. 

1873, the beautiful Gothic chapel was 
begun under French architect whom Bishop 
Lamy had engaged work the new 
Cathedral. Five years later the chapel was 
dedicated. During the construction the 
chapel, the legend the miraculous staircase 
was born. The story goes that the native 
workmen were unable erect stairs the 
choir loft because the lack space when 
suddenly their midst there appeared 
ordinary looking workman who said could 
it, and did. The stairs rise graceful 
spiral with visible support and without 
single nail. Mother Magdalen, pleased with 
the work, looked for the carpenter pay 
him but had disappeared and was never 
seen again. The Sisters had been praying 
St. Joseph and the rumor got about that 
St. Joseph had built the staircase. that 
may, the stairs still provide the only 
entrance the choir and their construction 
shows degree architectural skill that 
one may doubt the native workmen possessed. 


New Schools Established 

During her years superior the convent 
and academy Our Lady Light, Mother 
Magdalen made ten foundations from Santa 
Fe. The first these was St. Joseph’s School 
Taos, Mex., 1863; the second, 
nunciation Convent Mora, Mex., 
and third, St. Mary’s Academy, Denver, 
the same year. school was established 
Albuquerque, Mex., 1866, but closed 
after three years with the Immaculate 
ception Academy Las Vegas, 
1869. The following year, Visitation Academy, 
Las Cruces, Mex., was founded the 
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request Most Rev. Bishop Salpointe 
Arizona. From Las Cruces 1879, 
school was opened San Elizario, Tex., which 
was pave the way for the present Loretto 
Academy Paso, Tex., 1892. Also 
1879, Mount Carmel School was estab- 
lished Socorro, Mex. Bernalillo, Mex., 
short distance from Santa Fe, was the site 
Indian industrial school opened 
prominent Catholic layman, Don Jose Leander 
Perea. This school became Indian school 
through the zeal Very Rev. Stephan, 
director the Bureau Catholic Indian 
Missions. 

When Amado Chavez first superintendent 
public schools New Mexico, asked the 
Sisters Loretto teach his schools, 
was through the efforts Sister Margaret 
Mary Keenan that the first public school 
was opened Sandoval County and Sister 
was one the first teachers hold 
certificate from the Territory New Mexico, 
hers being Certificate No. issued from 
the Territory New Mexico August 21, 
1891. From that time until 1949 the Sisters 
Loretto have taught public schools 
throughout the territory and state New 
Mexico. 


Divine Providence chose December 12,

1881, bring end the long and valiant 
service Mother Magdalen superior 
the Convent Our Lady Light. She re- 
signed her position because ill health and 
her superiors appointed Mother Francisca 
Lamy, niece the Archbishop second 
superior. Mother Magdalen lived the Santa 
community, helpless invalid until her 
death October 27, 1894. 


the World’s Fair 

Mother Francisca had been directress 
the school since 1864 and under her guidance 
the institution had made steady progress. 
Loretto Academy was incorporated the 
territory New Mexico 1874. Another 
proof the progress made this far western 
school was the impressive exhibit sent the 
Chicago World’s Fair 1893 the New 
Mexico schools taught the Sisters 
Loretto. 

The high standards these early Lorettine 
educators have been upheld through all the 
vicissitudes and trials attendant century 
educational endeavor. Each new superior 
has left behind her evidences progress 
new buildings, well-knit organization, and 
high spiritual values. The Sisters Loretto 
Santa staff the St. Francis Cathedral 
Grade School and Junior High School and 
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Opportunity School for retarded and handi- 
capped children well Loretto Academy 
Our Lady Light, boarding and day 
school for girls. Throughout the state, paro- 
chial schools replace the public schools 
which the Sisters were teaching prior the 
unfavorable decision the Dixon case, and 
instance have the Sisters Loretto 
abandoned the children the areas which 
they were teaching the influences God- 
less education. 

Always the daughters Father Nerinckx 
kept before them the admonition their 
holy Founder: “Gain souls, catch souls, court 
souls, draw souls, pull souls, carry souls, free 
souls, shelter souls, buy souls. Souls, souls, 
and nothing but souls, for the love Jesus, 
the owner souls.” 

During one hundred years loving and 
self-sacrificing toil the Sisters Loretto, 
assisted and encouraged the great Arch- 
bishops Santa and the zealous priests 
that archdiocese, have implanted true 
Christian principles and ideals the hearts 
thousands New Mexico’s womanhood. 
the end this century service the 
great work Catholic education New 
Mexico they humbly lift grateful hearts 
prayer almighty God who His goodness 
has used them instruments salvation. 


SCIENCE THE HIGH SCHOOL 


Rt. Rev. Msgr. Ulrich Hauber,

Since many teachers who 
quately trained for are compelled 
teach high school science, there need for 
textbook teachers’ manual that 
compact and simple and that can fol- 
lowed closely the classroom; one that 
helps the teacher stressing the important 
matter and avoiding too many details. 

own experience high school fifty 
ago may serve illustration. 
had good teacher, though she was 
not specially trained science. She taught 
physics and botany (along with other 
subjects, course). botany used 
McBride’s Lessons Botany, small book 
with few pictures and practically text, 
but with copious directions what 
were do. did not cover the ground, 
but what did was interesting that 
left lasting impression. studied few 

flower two, potato; there was 
and omitted entirely such 
college topics algae and fungi. The

course was remarkably successful, because 
gathered our own material, studied 
firsthand, and learned doing rather than 
from texts visual aids. The details 
studied, and they were really not many, 
illustrated important principles; had 
time discuss each one and meditate 
it, and were sorry when the course 
ended. ascribe later interest sci- 
ence this early introduction. 

such simple methods; perhaps prefer 
the more ambitious program which includes 
the formal memorizing copious vo- 
cabulary and the hectic preparation 
apparatus and mechanical aids, because 
that the modern way doing things. 
But are really concerned with edu- 
cation and integration rather than with 
meeting college entrance requirements, then 
can find some helpful hints these 
“antiquated” ways doing things. 


Learn Doing 


The really effective way for the student 
learn science doing things himself. 
Let him plant the seeds, watch them grow, 


examine the flower and the fruit with his 
own hands and eyes. Nor should there 
inflexible laboratory directions which tend 
become routine and inhibit spon- 
taneity and discourage self-reliance. 
physics and chemistry may necessary 
teach largely way demonstrations, 
but these should always permit active par- 
ticipation the students. Elaborate appa- 
ratus defeats its own purpose because 
tends distract from the main purpose 
the experiment. Osmosis, for example, 
can best taught with homemade equip- 
ment, preferably set the students. 

Although this the ideal way teach- 
ing science, becomes necessary com- 
promise when classes are large and space 
limited. Under conditions mass edu- 
cation, the sciences will poorly taught. 

the other hand, one must guard 
against the temptation assign work 
merely for the sake keeping the pupils 
occupied. Some teachers favor making 
“game” out the laboratory exercise 
the theory that that will arouse interest. 
mind that mistake. High school 
pupils are young adults, they know the 
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difference between work and play, and feel 
that the schoolroom should not made 
playground. They may “enjoy” the games, 
but they have little respect for that kind 
teaching. The better students are hun- 
gry for intellectual food and welcome 
challenge that calls for hard work pro- 
vided something they can understand 
and themselves. And, while this true 
only for the more serious half the class, 
the others will along best they can 
and profit least much the teach- 
ing methods had made easy for all. 


Science the Rural High School 

few years ago Father Wagner, 
pastor the rural parish West Point, 
Iowa, felt the need introducing agricul- 
tural courses into his high school. But 
had trained teachers, and knew that 
farm boys have little respect for the kind 
agriculture that taught the average 
nun priest who has had practical 
experience with farm problems. 


“Infiltration” 


finally hit upon plan that seemed 
compromise, namely, the infiltra- 
tion agricultural subject matter into the 
science courses that were already being of- 
fered. biology, instead devoting time 
and energy protozoa, algae, starfish, and 
all the other numerous items the con- 
ventional biology course, proposed that 
they should study intensively the things 
which the farmer interested: corn, in- 
sect pests, nitrogen-fixing bacteria, farm 
animals, conservation, and on. chem- 
istry thought the work might directed 
toward soil analysis and far possible 
the chemistry nutrition. The physics 
class could devote much its time 
learning the principles that underlie the 
tractor and other farm machinery. 

became privilege outline the 
procedures and the subject matter 
covered the biology course and super- 
vise class for one year. Sister Mary 
Rosilda, the chemistry teacher, concen- 
trated much possible the chemistry 
soils and foods. Since then similar pro- 
grams have been carried out half 
dozen rural schools Iowa and Wisconsin. 

The results our venture have been 
very encouraging, and, while the exact 
methods employed the rural school can- 
not transferred the city schools, 
discussion how proceeded and what 
high school teachers generally. 


Interest Pupils 


was delight the teacher ob- 
serve the genuine interest the students 
when these learned that they were study 
something which they were really inter- 
ested. Iowa, corn the big thing; the 
whole economy the farm built around 
it. Hence the biology class spent the 
first three weeks the corn plant, study- 
ing its fundamental botany from every 
angle. did not call agriculture, 
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nor applied botany, but just general 
botany illustrated this one plant. 
began with discussion how the 
leaf the corn stalk makes food and sends 
topic which involved detailed investiga- 
tion the structure stem and leaf, 
study the chemistry carbon dioxide 
and water and sugar and starch, and 
on. Then followed firsthand study 
tassel and silk learn the mystery 


grain corn and its germination. 

When were through with the corn 
plant these pupils knew the fundamentals 
plant biology; had come them 
naturally breathing. When they found 
that what they were studying had mean- 
ing them and that they could actually 
understand the scientific facts, they went 
work; the discussions that came up, the 
questions asked, were revelation the 
teacher. 

While were busy with the corn plant, 
other material was introduced. But 
when later the year other plants were 
studied, the students needed little help. 
The flower lily immediately had 
meaning; they had studied the stamens 
and pistils corn, they knew what 
meant pollination and fertilization and 
seed formation; and they entered sponta- 
neously into discussion among themselves 
how this lily like corn and how 
differs. One thing had been learned well, 
and the rest was easy. 

This study was followed similar in- 
vestigations: the grasshopper (while still 
available the fields); embalmed cat 
help the study human anatomy) 
the Ascaris worm (which common the 
and on. The usual teaching aids 
were used freely —charts, models, micro- 
projector; and reference works were not 
only recommended but they were sought 
out the students their own initiative. 
If, for example, insect pest was brought 
in, the teacher did not give out informa- 
tion about it; the student knew that 
could find what wanted Metcalf and 
Flint, and soon gave report made 
himself the habits and methods 
control the pest. 


Adjustment Life the Farm 


The farm boys, even before graduation, 
were applying their newly acquired knowl- 
edge various ways. They tested soils, 
studied the local pests, advocated contour 
ploughing their fathers and older broth- 
ers, took pride the proper care farm 
machinery, discussed details crop rota- 
tion their fields. Their science training 
was bearing fruit not only for themselves 
but for the whole community. And when 
one adds this that these boys and girls 
had learned see more their farm en- 
vironment than its purely material aspects, 
that they had imbibed love for living 
the land, and had learned integrate their 
methods making livelihood with their 
religious convictions, then becomes clear 
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that science had helped them live 
and fuller Christian lives. 

Father Wagner’s idea 
that is, introducing agricultural mate. 
rial into the science courses, working 
even more successfully than had hoped, 
The new policy has been inaugurated 
temporary compromise between the estab. 
lished practice giving 
training all rural people, and the 
idea offering series formal courses 
agriculture. soon felt, however, that 
the compromise was preferable what 
had thought would the ideal. 

One reason for our conclusion this: 
agricultural courses generally taught are 
purely practical and tend neglect funda- 
mental scientific principles. But boys and 
girls reared the farm are not looking 
for the practical aspects farming; they 
already know, think they know, lot 
about that. What they need the theory 
which underlies the practice; and our 
courses, think, are giving them that. 


Adjustment Urban Life 


The conviction has also grown upon 
that the kind scientific training are 
advocating for the rural school equally 
effective fitting graduates into urban 
environment they later choose aban- 
don the farm, many from choice 
compulsion. Many them for 
the professions, and, course, they are 
encouraged so; others simply seek 
“job” the city because they can make 
more money there. For all these doesn’t 
matter the least what types had been 
used their science courses illustrative 
material, provided they have been intro- 
duced the elements biology and chem- 
istry and physics. they have learned 
think clearly and awake the mean- 
ing the common things about them, then 
nothing essential has been omitted from 
their scientific training. 

statistically established that the 
past large number our most successful 
business and professional men the large 
cities came from the farm. They were not 
all handicapped their early contact 
with things rural; rather, the contrary 
true. feel that the kind science 
courses are recommending our rural 
schools will fit the future needs every 
high school graduate the farm not. 


Preparation High School 
Teachers 


Unfortunately, teachers who have 


adequate preparation are too often asked 


take over high school science course. 
This situation will remedied on!y when 
administrative officials are converted 
appreciation the importance science 
the modern school. 

not think, the other hand, that 
high school teachers science should 
trained specialists, which usually the 
case they try fulfill the requirements 
our graduate schools. must keep 
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mind that relatively few high school grad- 
yates will follow science career, and 
that the teaching should adapted the 
majority. Such adaptation best achieved 
teacher who speaking terms with 
the elements all the sciences, rather than 
expert any them; specialists are 
notoriously poor high school teachers. 

Some graduate schools are now offering 
curricula leading advanced degrees that 
permit spread courses rather than ex- 
treme concentration one field. Others 
still hesitate. But high school teachers 
insist strongly enough they can usually get 
what they want and need. 

shall close this paper with obser- 
vation that seems important me, though, 
far aware, has not been 
stressed the books. this: The be- 
science teacher often fearful lest 
his ignorance about the subject matter 
hand discovered the pupils. re- 
sult tempted put false front, 
pose one who knows all the answers. 

see it, there reason for being 
timid justification what- 
ever for any kind defense reaction. 

feel that way because: 

Even the best scientist knows only 
one little field well; are all quite ig- 
norant per cent what could 
know. 

The ideal scientist humble the 
presence God’s creatures; freely ad- 
mits his ignorance whether about im- 
portant principles matters minor 
detail. 

When the students observe that even 
the teacher doesn’t know, they are learning 
valuable lesson, namely, that one can 
scientist without being superman. 
Many student has developed mental 
block toward science because feels: This 
beyond me. 

The method science empirical, 
not didactic. Science taught well the 
student learns tackle problems his 
own, without help from the teacher. And 
taught best when the teacher frankly 
admits that doesn’t know. 

The pupils high school age are 
quick detect any pretense, and when 
they do, they lose confidence the 
teacher; the other hand, they respect 
anyone whom they know strictly 
honest. 

hasten apply these observations 
myself appear before this group ex- 
perienced teachers. When requested pre- 
pare this paper asked myself: what 
authority this? The answer, 
course, that science, education, 
there are authorities. all like 
preach about principles and methods; but 
practice each one does things 
his own way which is, for us, usually the 
best way. make mistakes, course, 
and come together occasions this 
kind discuss our mistakes. shall 
quite pleased even few the recom- 
mendations made this paper survive the 
workshop discussions.

Yes, sure, have the Home and 
School Association the Parent-Teacher As- 
sociation which have been operating quite suc- 
cessfully for some time, which have been mak- 
ing parents and teachers more conscious not 
only their obligation, but also their 
privileges guides and guardians youth. 
may be, however, that parent-teacher in- 
tegration would even more effective its 
center interest were primarily educational. 
Education, all know, does not mean 
just studying textbooks, memorizing facts 
therefrom and then reciting them, oftentimes 
mechanically. No, education, its essence, 
actually the intelligent acquisition construc- 
tive knowledge, plus its manifestation the 
daily life the student, not word only, 
but also deed and truth.

Criticism Education 


Many movements are started educa- 
tion, and gather whatever momentum their 
sponsors are able give them. sur- 
prising how little criticism there edu- 
cational movements, particularly their 
early developments. These movements are 
often associated with the name indi- 
vidual city. This wards off criticism. 
These educational movements proposals 
are regarded private affair. One al- 
most reads our practice the idea that 
that racket his confined the city 
and let that. They want their 
place the sun. 

This part more general attitude 
that education sacrosanct beyond 
criticism. any case education good, 
and what calls for one’s support 
and propaganda. Occasionally reader 
shocked our reminders that education 
may evil, disservice children. 
The resentment against recent criticism 
public education shows this spirit. the 
freedom our democracy there will 
criticism that unfair based inade- 
quate wrong information, well 
helpful and constructive criticism. The 
wise administrator will welcome the op- 
portunity inform such people show 
his spirit that mistake made 
destructive criticism. any case the ap- 
educational opportunity. 

There one characteristic the intro- 
duction programs into all types 
schools, Catholic and public, and that 
the public clientele the school not 
taken into the confidence the adminis- 
tration the preparation new pro- 
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gram its initiation. administrators 
took pains see that the public under- 
stood advance changes schools the 
later “explosions” would many cases 
avoided. Changes schools are more 
significantly public rather than merely pro- 
fessional matters. one should foolish 
enough disregard responsible criticism. 

are led into this general line 
thought recent examination the 
Great Books program for adults.

the method our examination, its tests, 
and our judgments objective terms. 
has just been published (Fitzpatrick, Ed- 
ward A., Great Books, Panacea What?, 
The Bruce Publishing Co., 1952). 

have received some extraordinarily 
fine judgments regarding this new book 
from such competent people Anton 
Pegis: 

“Your book, Great Books, lively 
discussion, full brilliant sallies against 
admittedly vulnerable points the armor 
the devotees reading lists. not 
against Great Books, nor against 
adult education, nor still would defend 
the failings scholars and teachers. 
living discussion with Hutchins 
entourage, think that your book sub- 
stantial, prudent, and the point. You 
are conducting living conversation with 
people who consider themselves adept 
conversation, and seems that you 
have rather the better it. look forward 
seeing your manuscript print.” 

this connection should perhaps 
recall Shakespeare’s comment that “the 
censure (or praise) the which one must 
your allowance o’erweigh whole the- 
ater others.” 

discussing the book orally with 
number presumably intelligent people, 
were surprised how horrified some 
were the very idea criticizing the 
program and inferentially the sponsors. 
Some those who took part the pro- 
gram have developed kind fanaticism 
regarding and would read book about 
it. often suspected this was defense 
mechanism. 

Publishers were interested, men who 
gave the content the book discriminat- 
ing praise, but the public would not 
interested. The careful objective analysis 
the Great Books and occasional banter 
gave some the reviewers 
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“chuckle” was not what the public wants. 
“Who cares?” was asked. should like 
say professional brethren that they 
ought care, and they ought themselves 
what they can puncture educa- 
tional pretense, wild educational claims 
panaceas and the utilization institu- 
tional and personal names propaganda. 
are now thinking the broadest terms. 
Mr. Brameld’s “Reconstructionism” for ex- 
ample should have had before this the

Community Vocational 


Opportunity Survey 
Sister Agnella, R.S.M.* 


The “Community Appreciation Survey” 
described Brother Leo Ryan the March, 
1952, issue the CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL, 
duplicated our experience similar survey 
for the purpose vocational guidance. Our 
high school juniors combined survey 
cultural, educational, and recreational advan- 
tages with the job opportunities available 
the community. This was make doubly at- 
tractive the idea staying the community 
rather than joining the yearly exodus the 
larger cities search larger sphere 
activity. 


Opportunities Home 

Small towns and cities 2000 15,000 
population have high mortality rate 
adolescent citizens who feel that opportunities 
for living well-rounded existence are woe- 
fully lacking. Our survey sold the community 
many these students, thus eliminating 
the consequent disappointments, the lowering 
moral standards, and the general break- 
down morale which is. often the lot the 
small-town youth the competitive atmos- 
phere large city. 

Our starting point was much the same 
Brother pointed questions 
awakened the latent curiosity the students. 
Next came the search for materials: leaflets, 
booklets, bulletins, newspaper and magazine 
articles; anything explanatory de- 
scriptive nature which developed the assets 
the community and opportunities for jobs. 


Information Classified 

Not only were the chamber commerce 
and social and welfare agencies contacted, but 
every factory, industrial plant, and business 
which provided work opportunities was 
visited. Reports the most recent 
Bureau Census for our state and our 
community were secured, well material 
from local government and professional of- 
fices; the board education; commissioners 
public health, parks and recreation; police, 
fire, and traffic departments; farm bureaus, 
theaters, museums, These 
agencies had been informed the project 
before solicitation began, and result were 
very co-operative. 

From the Census reports 
termined the number employed people

our community and what fields they were 
working. Next estimated the number 
people employed these fields each the 
community’s industrial, business, and profes- 
sional firms. 

index file opportunities 
was made following census classifications 
and making out card for each establishment 
employing young people. The classified section 
the telephone directory was helpful: for 
instance the card would read: Trade-Electrical 
Appliances: John Doe Company; Address: 
Telephone: Employs people. 

card showing the total number em- 
ployed the community each particular 
field was filed the beginning each section. 
further breakdown into categories un- 
skilled, semiskilled, skilled, and expert work- 
ers can made desired. The cultural, 
educational, and recreational advantages 
the community were handled, with some varia- 
tions, manner similar that discussed 
Brother Leo’s article. 


Surprised 
The value this survey was fourfold: (1) 
Students acquired extensive knowledge 


the occupational fields open them their 
community. (2) the same time they were 
developing pride and appreciation for what 
their community had offer. (3) They were 
developing favorable attitude toward their 
community and its possibilities for their fy. 
ture. (4) They were making available for 
further intensive study the fields which 
students could hope find work their 


community. 


The results this survey were useful 
determining representative industries from 
which could request speakers discuss 
with interested students, opportunities their 
special fields. 

Seminars were arranged after students had 
checked three vocational fields order 
their preference. 

After compilation these check lists, 
representatives from these 
were secured. Students interested fields not 
indicated popular preferences, were sent 
directly into the industry where arrangements 
had been made for their firsthand investi- 
gations. 

This Vocational Opportunity Survey may 
altered and adapted varied community 
resources and adolescent needs. must 
realized that constant changes are being made 
vocational fields and statistical results 
survey this nature have long-range 
value. However, this similar surveys can 
make vital contributions growth social 
living and will develop permanent constructive 
attitudes and achievements. 


Approaching Life Situations 
Through Reading

From countless sources flood literature 
pours into the homes our pupils where 
read them and their parents. recent 
survey finds that the high school boy spends 
other than reading connected any way with 
schoolwork. About per cent the boys 
read average three magazines regu- 
larly. Not only magazines and newspapers, 
but books well, come into their homes. 
Especially the selections the various book- 
of-the-month clubs find admittance and exert 
their influence upon the thought and moral 
conduct the family.

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Objectionable Literature 

With such profusion literature fol- 
lows inevitably that proportion bad will 
creep with the good. Lying about the house, 
these tainted periodicals and books are easily 
accessible the adolescent and are insidi- 
ously attractive. 

Fleege, his work entitled Self-Revelation 
the Adolescent Boy, inspected what 
centage the adolescents’ habitual reading 
matter and large unobjectionable, and 
found that scarcely per cent fits into this 
category. Nearly half, therefore, the 
reading likely have harmful effect upon 
him. Fleege further comments (p.

adolescents themselves. 

not wish imply that the home 
entirely even largely responsible for the 
presence objectionable literature. far 
greater concern are the omnipresent magazine 
counter and the racks pocketbook editions 
ever increasing number and variety. They 
are inescapable. Garishly displayed, they vie 
for the small coins every boy’s pocket, 
making extravagant promise unseemly ad- 
jectives. The very fact that the contents 
generally fail fulfill the promised excite- 
ment stirs hunger and craving that 
lead the boy ever deeper into the morass. 
longer needing incitement, begins 
search for pornographic material and all 
too successful finding it. 


The Fight for Virtue 

This the enemy must oppose. are 
faced with titanic struggle over priceless 
objective, the immortal souls our students 
and, indeed, their posterity. win 
must exert ourselves energetically and match 
the enemy’s wiles with every resource our 
command. not too much state that 
the very structure the reading program 
our schools must drawn with the 
view fix firmly our pupils’ minds the 
desirability reading what wholesome and 
salutary.

More cor- 
rectly stated, our pupils hate read the fine 
print and the unattractive pages that 
the format which the classics appeared 
years ago. These obsolete books still gather 
dust our library shelves despite the nu- 
merous new editions which are delight 
read and handle. 


Obstacles Desirable Reading 


Again, frequent experignce that stu- 
dents lose mterest worth-while book be- 
cause the library has only single copy. Thus 
the book’s influence not nulli- 
policy. the other hand, teachers choose 
indolent and reprehensible course action 
when they send entire classes the library 
search the same book. 

Apart from the excellence books the 
pupil’s ability read. vast number come 
high school and are graduated from high 
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school without having mastered the mechanics 
efficient silent reading. quite natural 
that boy doesn’t like read sees but 
one word time, digresses and retro- 
grades, still moves his lips pronounce 
each word. 


Yet one can train the boy read with 
rhythmic sweeps, broader eye span, and can 
speed his reading several hundred words 
minute without loss comprehension. 
elaborate reading clinic necessary, long 
the boy has normal intelligence and eye- 
sight. 
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Teach the Reading Periodicals 

Finally, the present generation going 
most its future reading from maga- 
zines and newspapers, why shouldn’t teach 
them while school what read maga- 
zines and how appreciate the better kind 
periodical literature?

Laboratory Approach Arithmetic 
Cropley Andrew 


Can one teach sixth-grade arithmetic class 
such way that every boy and girl will 
put forth his her best effort? 

Not every member sixth-grade arith- 
metic class the Altamont (Illinois) Grade 
School put forth their best effort all the time 
during the school year 1950-51. Such out- 
come would something too great expect 
any school year. The great majority 
class, however, did put forth great volume 
effort during the greater portion the 
school year and accomplished much re- 
sult. The method used was one involving the 
application the laboratory concept the 
teaching arithmetic. 


teacher the public schools Wilmette, 


What 

One thinks laboratory place where 
scientific experiments are conducted. Such 
definition part the reason why attempt 
was made create arithmetic laboratory 
class. important for any teacher 
wanting make such attempt that the 
experiment idea kept mind. neces- 
sary consider laboratory place where 
scientific conclusions are reached. 

The material worked over the arithmetic 
laboratory the material found any sixth- 
grade arithmetic course study. The con- 
clusions reached are reached because ability 
understanding and applying the principles 
arithmetic. the development this 
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ability that the aim laboratory instruc- 
tion arithmetic. This method can used 
with average class students. 


The Place Explanation 


explaining each new block work, 
effort was made put across basic meanings. 
period such explanation preceded periods 
laboratory work and was noteworthy that 
interest new work increased this policy 
was followed with more and more new blocks 
work. 

Particularly was this interest noteworthy 
during the latter portion the school year. 
more than one occasion during April and 
May came into the sixth-grade room start 
class and found the boys and girls putting 
problems the board preparation for the 
laboratory work. 

was found also that there was need for 
minimum explanation the year wore 
because the eagerness most the stu- 
dents the working new problems 
the class laboratory. They were intensely 
desirous able learn from experience. 


Organization the Class 


Homework not necessary under the labor- 
atory method proper use made the 
period devoted explanation. suggested 
that minimum amount time given 
explanation the beginning each labora- 
tory period the case average class 
and that only one problem example 
time given laboratory treatment. This was 
not necessary the Altamont experiment, 
all times. 

group class members take group 
problems examples the blackboard 
laboratory day. Each class member works out 
one problem the board and sits down 
soon completed. The class members 
not going the board work out the same 
problems their seats. 

When the group the board has finished 
its work, each individual member who was 
working the board explains what she 
has done. Each these students expected 
apply the principles arithmetic being 
studied the particular problem worked. 

The idea the laboratory embodied 
the trip the blackboard and the explana- 
tion the class the work done. The indi- 
vidual student his own such pro- 
cedure. must defend what has done. 
These things can done only through sound 
application arithmetic principles preceded 
sound understanding such principles. 

was found that superior students gained 
greatly from the laboratory method because 
the chance for individual progress which 
offered. Students with less ability gained 
self-confidence and were able much bet- 
ter work the end the year than the 
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Two other practices seemed contribute 
the success this experiment. Other stu- 
dents were always free disagree with 
explanation and student having difficulty 
the board could call one other student for 
help. 


Grading 


Each explanation problem was graded. 
Effort was made observe understanding 
principles and ability apply them. The fact 
that such close on-the-spot check actual 
work was made rendered the method immune 
the dangers attendant upon too great 
reliance upon the workbook. The workbook 
may used supplement the text 
sixth-grade arithmetic class. Its contents 
can used furnish material for laboratory 
days. can help only, however, developing 
abilities understand and apply the princi- 
ples arithmetic. 

The following system symbols was used. 
The note following each symbol indica- 
tion the thinking employed determine 
what progress was made developing under- 
standing and application ability. 

Superior very best job which 
student can possibly the handling 
problem example. 

high quality has been shown. 

job high quality 
but one marked some mistakes and not 

job 
but one need improvement and one 
which understanding and while 
good, are not superior. 

Satisfactory job which under- 
standing and application exist passable 
degree but can stand much improvement. 
Weakness, while very evident, does not indi- 
cate inability any damaging degree. 

job which effort has 
been shown but understanding and applica- 
tion exist only very limited degree. 

Unsatisfactory. 

These symbols were posted prominent 
place and their significance explained the 
class. All period grades were based 
study the recitation grades accumulated 
during the time concerned. Period tests and 
written assignments were given their due 
importance but they did not outrank the reci- 
tation grades. 


Possible Variations the Method 


Competing teams chosen from class mem- 
bers could tackle groups problems and 
give explanations their work commit- 
tee judges also from the class. Power 
veto would rest with the teacher but need not 
used too often with sincere class. 

The competing members the two teams 
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would graded previously described. Each 
judge would required give his her 
opinion the work done the board 
the two teams and reasons support the 
evaluation. The teacher would arrive fair 
decision regarding which team had done its 
work best the basis the reports made 
the judges and whatever changes were 
necessary. 

Injecting competition would, however, tend 
limit the chances helping poorer stu- 
dents through the method. was found that 
slower students were hindered somewhat 
policy handling too many problems 
one time. The number problems being 
worked the laboratory can adjusted 
needed. 

Working just one problem not unde- 
sirable but would hinder superior students 
from deriving the most from the method. 
suggested that class groups formed and the 
laboratory method used within each group. 
This can done effectively class not 
too large. The material used the respective 
laboratory groups can adjusted according 
the ability each group. 

All variations should keep mind that 
there must trip the blackboard and 
explanation work done the black- 
board under the laboratory method. varia- 
tion should hinder the efforts the teacher 
observe the understanding principles evi- 
denced pupils and their ability apply 
them. 

Most important, all variations should keep 
students constantly work experimenting 
with arithmetic principles and arriving 
arithmetic conclusions. 


Summary 


can said that this experiment suc- 
ceeded because the challenge which its use 
presented each individual student. This 
was true superior and poor students alike. 
Moreover, can said that the experiment 
developed method value because 
placed boys and girls their own with 
task which required that they understand and 
able apply the principles the subject 
being taught. 

all important for teachers keep 
mind that experiments and conclusions are 
both parts laboratory work. Laboratory 
work not play. not the busy work 
which use the workbook too often invites. 

Essentially, the laboratory method teach- 
ing arithmetic method designed bring 
forth the best effort from the greatest possi- 
ble number students each class the 
most effective manner.
